THE POLITICAL PARTIES DISCUSSED 


Tne First Meeting for the Season of the Free Church Men’s 
‘Club Given Over to Political Dicussion 
And Debate 


The Free Church Men’s Club opened its 1916-1917 season, and also the 
eleventh year of the Club’s history, last Tuesday evening. There was a large 
number present to hear the discussion of the campaign issues as presented by 
John C, Angus and E. E. Perry; Mr. Angus discussing the Republican platform 
and Mr. Perry the Democratic. Both speakers brought out points of interest 
for their respective parties which brought enlightenment to some of the members 
at least. They discussed important measures and ideas that had made history 
for one or the other great parties and talked at length on what each ‘hoped to 
accomplish in the future. 

A general discussion participated in by many of the members followed, in 
which the policies of the present administration were scored and defended most 
vigorously, the burden for the defense falling heavily on Mr. Perry as the pro- 
portion of Republicans to Democrats in the club seemed something like 16 to 1, 

The discussion ranged widely. Mexico, U-Boats, suffrage, defense and 
neutrality had a good hearing, but strange to relate the “tariff” was inconspicuous:

The central purpose of the United 
States warehouse act, which betame a 
law on August 11, 1916, is to establish a 
form of warehouse receipt for cotton, 
grain, wool, tobacco, and flaxseed 
which will make these receipts easily 
and widely negotiable as delivery orders 
or as collateral for loans and; therefore, 
of definite assistance in financing crops. 
This purpose the act aims to attain by 
licensing and bonding warehouses under 
conditions which will insure the integ- 
rity of their receipts and make these 
receipts reliable evidence of the con- 
dition, quality, quantity, and owner- 
ship of the products named which may 
be stored with them, 

The Secretary of Agriculture is 
given general authority to investigate 
the storage, warehousing, classification, 
weighing, and certifying of cotton, 
wool, grains, tobacco, and flaxseed, and 
to classify warehouses for which li- 
censes are applied for or issued. 

He may issue to warehousemen li- 
censes for the conduct of warehouses in 
which such products may be stored for 
interstate or foreign commerce, and also 
of warehouses located in places under 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States in which such products may be 
stored. Persons who are not ware- 
housemen may also be licensed, subject 
to the same requirements as licensed 
warehousemen, to accept such products 
for storage in warehouses owned, op- 
erated, or leased by any State. Li- 
censes may be issued for periods not 
exceeding one year, and are renewable 
upon showing satisfactory to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. A fee not ex- 
ceeding $2 may be charged for each 
license or renewal and, in addition, a 
reasonable fee for each examination or 
inspection of a warehouse made upon 
application of the warehouseman. It 
is not, however, compulsory that any 
warehouseman be licensed by the See- 
retary of Agriculture. The system is 
wholly permissive. 

Every applicant for a license as a 
warehouseman must agree to comply 
with the act and the rules and regulation 
prescribed under it. He must give a 
bond, with other than personal surety, 


to secure performance of his obliga- | 


tions as a warehouseman under the 
laws of the place in which the ware- 
house is conducted, under his contracts 
with his depositors, and under the Un- 
ited States warehouse act. The right 
is given to any person injured through 
its breach to sue in his own name for 
the bond for any damages sustained by 
him. When such a bond has been given, 
the warehouse may be designated as 
bonded under the United States ware- 
house act. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is 
authorized to inspect warehouses li- 
censed, or for which licenses are applied 
for; to determine whether they are 
suitable for the proper storage of agri- 
cultural products; to prescribe the 
duties of licensed warehousemen with 
respect to their care of, and responsi- 
bility for, agricultural products; and to 
examine agricultural products stored in 
licensed warehouses. Deposits of agri- 
cultural products in such warehouses 
are made subject to the act and the 
rules and regulations under it. 

Licensed warehousemen are not per- 
mitted to discriminate between per- 
sons desiring to store agricultural pro- 
ducts in their warehouses. All agri- 
cultural products, except fungible pro- 
ducts (such as grain and the like), of the 
same kind and grade, for which separate 
receipts are issued, must be so kept 
that they may be separately identified 
and redelivered to the depositor. Ware- 
housemen may mix grain and other 
fungible products, ordinarily mixed in 
storage, when they are of the same kind 
and grade and are delivered from the 
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same mass, but may got mix such pro- | ing fully his duties under the act. He 


dacs are of cirecent grades: 
Original receipts must be i8sued for 
all agricultural products stored in li- 
censed warehouses, but only when such 
products are actually stored at the time 
of the issuance of the receipts. Ad- 
ditional or further receipts for the 
same products may only be issued in 
place of lost or destroyed receipts, and 
then only under specified conditions. 
The act enumerates certain facts 
which must be stated in all receipts is- 
sued by licensed warehousemen. They 
must show (a) the location of the ware- 
house; (b) the date of issuance; (c) the 
consecutive number; (d) whether the 
products will be delivered to the bearer, 
to a specified person, or to a specified 
person or his order; (c) the rate of 
storage charges; (f) a description of the 
product stored, including the quantity 
or weight; (g) the grade or other class, 
according to the official standards of 


the United States for such products, un- 
; less there be no such standard, in which 
event it must be stated according to 
some recognized standard or according 
to rules and regulations prescribed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture; (h) that 
they are issued subject to the United 
States warehouse act and the rules and 
regulations under it; (i) ownership, if 
any, of the products by the warehouse- 
man; (j) any lien claimed by the ware- 
houseman for advance made or lia- 
bilities incurred; (k) any other facts re- 
quired by the Secretary of Agriculture; 
(1) the signature of the warehouseman, 
which may be made by his authorized 
agent. Unless otherwise required by 
the law of the State in which the ware- 
house is located, the grade. may be 
omitted at the request of the depositors, 
except in case of fungible agricultural 
products, if the receipts clearly show 
that they are not negotiable. 

The Secretary of Agriculture may li- 
cense competent persons to classify and 
weigh agricultural products stored in 
licensed warehouses, and to certify the 
classification or weight of the products. 
Such licenses may be suspended or re- 
voked at any time if the licensee fails to 
perform his duties properly. All grain, 
flaxseed, and other fungible products 
stored for interstate or foreign commerce 
in licensed warehouses must be in- 
; spected and graded by persons licensed 
for the purpose. Authority is given 
to establish official standards for the 
agricultural products named in the act, 
and standards established’ under--any 
other act of Congress are adopted for 
the purpose of the warehouse act. 

Upon demand of depositors or holders 
of receipts, licensed warehousemen, in 
the absence of some lawful excuse, 
must deliver products stored without 
unnecessary delay. The demands for 
delivery must be accompanied with an 
offer to satisfy the warehouseman’s 
lien, to surrender the receipt, if ne- 
gotiable, properly indorsed, and, when 
requested by the warehouseman to sign 
an acknowledgment of the receipt of 


the products redelivered. Upon the re- 
delivery of the products for which given 


all receipts returned must be canceled. 

Licensed warehousemen are required 
to keep in safe places complete and 
correct records of all agricultural pro- 
ducts stored and withdrawn, and of 
receipts issued, returned, and canceled. 
They must also make detailed reports 
to the Secretary of Agriculture as often 
as required. Their books, records, 
papers, and accounts are subject to 
‘examination by the Department of 
Agriculture. 

The Secretary of Agriculture is re- 
quired to publish the names, locations, 
and addresses of all warehouses and 
persons licensed under the act, with 
lists of all licenses revoked and the causes 
of termination. He may publish his 
| findings whenever he determines that a 
| licensed warehouseman is not perform-

‘may suspend or revoke any license if the 


licensee fails to comply with the act or the 
rules and regulations. He may also sus- 
pend or revoke any license issued to a 
warehouseman if unreasonable and ex 
orbitant charges have been made for 
services rendered. 

The act expressly provides that 
nothing contained in it shall be con- 
strued to interfere with State laws re- 
lating to warehouses, warehousemen, 
weigher, graders, and classifiers, or with 
similar Federal laws. On the contrary, 
the Secretary of Agriculture is author- 
ized to cooperate with officials charged 
with the enforcement of such State laws 
in order to carry out the provisions of 
the United States warehouse act. 

Punishment by fine or imprisonment, 
or both, may be imposed on any person 
who counterfeits, forges, or uses without 
proper authority any license issued under 
the act, or who issues or utters a false or 
fraudulent receipt or certificate, or who 
uses a name or description conveying 
the impression that a warehouse is 
designated as bonded under the act 
unless the bond has actually been filed 
and approved or the license issued re- 
mains unsuspended and unrevoked. 

An appropriation of $50,000 is made 
from carrying out the provisions of the 
act. The necessary rules and regula- 
tions are now in course of preparation, 
and will be published and widely dis- 
tributed at the earliest practicable 
date. 

Warehouse legislation, in its bearing 
upon the marketing and distribution of 
farm products, was discussed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture in his annual re- 
port for 1915, in which he said: 

“Investigations conducted by the 
Office of Markets and Rural Organiza- 
tion indicate that there is serious need 
of warehouse legislation. It:would seem 
that the most desirable action on the 
part of the United States would be the 
passage of laws which would guarantee 
the integrity of warehouse receipts. 
These laws should be uniform, so that 
the conditions governing such receipts 
may be the same throughout the country 
thereby greatly increasing their avail- 
ability as collateral for loans at distant 
banking centers. The uniform ware- 
house receipts act is now in force in 
31 States. 

“In addition to the legislation that 
has been or may be enacted by the 
States, it is believed that the enact- 
ment of a Federal warehouse law would 
be of great benefit. The general inter- 
est in the subject is well shown by the 
inquiries the department constantly 
is receiving. In fact, may warehouse- 
men, under the misapprehension that a 
bill on the subject-considered by the 
last Congress actually had been passed, 
have asked the department to give 
them information as to how to comply 
with it. The proposed measure, which 
is permissive in character, would enable 
the Department of Agriculture to li- 
cense bonded warehouses in the various 
States. It would propose the better 
storing of farm products, increase the 
desirability of receipts as collaterals for 
loans, and therefore would be of definite 
assistance in financing crops. A Federal 
statute on the subject also would pro- 
mote the standardizing of storages, of 
warehouse receipts, and of marketing 
processes.”’ 


Let’s Get Our Goat 


The goat is now recommended to 
help out with’ the supply of milk for 
New England as well as to trim the brush 
and keep dogs away from the flocks of 
sheep. Those three industrial and pas- 
ture police duties are all possible to the 
goats, but there is still another reason 
for substituting them for cows to pro- 
vide milk for families. Children can 
take the entire care of a few goats, and 
supply the family three or four pints of 
milk daily without serious expense. 
That is recommended for people living 
in the newer sections of cities, in small 
villages and farms which are devoted to 
other purposes then keeping cows. The 
goat needs bul a small place for stabling, 
eats garden refuse, trims out the road- 
sides, and is always a neat liver. Its 
milk is not popular in this country, but 
that is said to be because we are behind 
the Europeans in some of the economies 
which are eventually forced upon a peo- 
ple when they fill a country up nearer its 
limits of human habitation. But there 
is more to the value of goats than that. 
They could be kept to the number of 
many thousands ih New England to good 
advantage, even though simply to do 
police duty with the sheep where dogs 
are dangerous, and to eat the brush out 
of the old-pastures. Half a dozen goats 
with a flock of sheep means that there 
will be ng, both&r with ordinary dogs, 
for thes gduts are not afraid of the 
canines and consider it fun to chase 
‘them+away fron the sheep. They also 


therefore keep the pastures in better 
shape. The young goat is just as good 
eating as the young sheep, and is con- 
sidered better in the countries of south- 
ern Europe. They mix up with the 
breeds which provide mohair for special 
kinds of fibre which is now largely used 
in this country and most of which is im- 
ported because Americans do not keep 
goats in large numbers. The United 
States also imports millions of goat skins 
annually, and that money could be kept 
at home if the goats were raised here for 
their hides and other values. There is 
only one disease which bothers goats, a 
fever special to them, but they have 
never developed that in this country. 
They are generally regarded as disease 
discouragers when kept about a place of 
human habitation. That all reads well 
for New England, where the people are 
in need of more means to make the best 
of the land advantages, or disadvantages 
as some prefer to put it. There is a 
condition of frugaility about a goat 
which should appeal to hundreds of 
thousands of the people living among 
the hills. Their milk is always whole- 
some, never carries tuberculosis germs, 
and it is more fattening then the average 
of cows’ milk.

The Henry Jewett Players who are

Just as Moncrieff is progressing,

He 
announces the death of his fictitious 
brother Ernest just as that worthy is 
supposed to be wooing his ward.

Golf For The Insane 


Recent experiments have been so suc- 
cessful that the State of Illinois has in- 
stalled at its institution for the insane at 
Elgin, a golf course, which is expected to 
be of great value in curing milder cases of 
insanity, and benefiting, at least to a de- 
gree, the more violent ones. The plan is 
not new, for Massachusetts has main- 
tained a golf course at its insane asylum 
for ten years or more and one of the 
Pennsylvania. institutions has experi- 
mented along the same line for several 
years. 

The value of golf to the insane-in a 
physical way cannot be denied cf course. 
Whether it will help in restoring menta! 
balance is another matter, one that is 
bound to result in a wide differenee of 
opinion. The beginner at golf naturally 
will be inclined to take a negative view. 
Trials and tribulations that he goes 
through will seem to him conducive to 
anything but sanity. The beginner has 
difficulty in retaining what sanity he 
had to begin with when he took up the 
game. Teaching golf to the insane will 
appeal to him as merely adding another 
strain to an already overburdened 
mind. ‘The old-timer, who has striven 
long years to beat “bogey,” will take an 
optimistic view, on the basis that if any- 
body sticks to golf it will certainly take 
his mind off all his other troubles, for 
he won’t have time for anything else. 
Old-timer’s wife, -whose memory of 
countless lonely hours waiting for her 
husband’s return from the links makes 
her competent to speak, may be expect- 
ed to say that while golf might cure 
insanity, the remedy is worse than the 
disease. 

The experiment of Illinois will be 


watched with considerable interest. 
tnéréfore. Golf has proven of such value 


to so many people that much may be 
expected of it in this instance, if those 
confined in the institution for the insane 
take it up. Perhaps it may even develop 
a champion hailing from Elgin. But 
there is one element connected with the 
game that will look askance at its in- 
troduction into an insane asylum. How 
would you-like to be a caddy and carry 
a bag full of iron-headed clubs for an 
insane golfer?

Yes; but they said Goethe, 
the German poet, was dreaming when 
he prophesied that some-day a canal 
would cut the Isthmus of Suez, another 
would unite the Atlantic and Pacific at 
Panama and a third would join the 
Danube and the Rhone.

into Asia, by rail; down through Pales- 
tine to Suez by the new German mili- 
tary railway, now almost finished; 
from there to Cairo, and across Africa 
to Capetown. 

Thus would the two Americas, Asia 
Europe and Africa be linked together 
by a chain of steel, unbroken in its 
whole length, and a through train 
could be sent almost around the world, 
traversing every continent except one 
—Australia.—Kansas City Star.

against the starting or spreading of 
fire. The fire warden and _ his 
deputies and the game commis- 
sioners have been instructed to 
take careful observation and to 
report to the governor, and if it 
should appear from their reports 
that there was danger of fire his 
excellency would feel called upon 
to suspend the open season until 
the conditions improved.”

This intensified deforestation of Italy 
decreases the water supply in many dis- 
tricts. The forestry legislation of Italy 
leaves much to be desired, giving owners 
a free hand With their timber. 

In Russia, no one, from the Czar to 
the humblest moujik. may fell timber 
less than fifty years ofd, and then he 
must plant new forests, tree for tree, to 
replace those cut down.

Newport, R. I., Oct. 9.—Germ«ny 
carried the war to the New England 
coast yesterday. Between sunrise 
and sunset. six steamerss—four of 
them British and the other two Oot 
neutral nations—had been sent to the 
Lottom of the Atlentic off Nantucket 
lightship by torpedces from at least 
one, and presumably more German 
submarines. 

@e© leader in the daring exploit is 
undoubtedly Captain Hans Rose, ol 
the submersible U-53, which, after 
dramatically bobbing up in Newnpcrt 
harbor Saturday, slipped out to sea 
Saturday night well primed with tor- 
pedoes. 

She submerged just at the three- 
mile international line, and evidently 
took her station off Nantucket light, 
where every liner bound to and from 
New York must get its bearings. 

Chief among the victims was the 
British liner Stenhano, which was 
bound from Newfo:ndland to New 
York, bearing eivhty-three passen- 
gers, mostly Americans. All were 
apparently rescued by United States 
torpedo boat destroyers, a flotilla of 
which was sent out from here whonr 
the first distress signals alarmed the 
entire coast. 

Naval Men Puzzled 

One thing that is puzzling naval 
men is why the U-53 came into port, 
and another thing that is the subject 
of speculation of many outside the 
navy is why a destroyer flotilla ot 
seventeen vessels was sent out to res- 
cue the crew of a single freight 
steamer. 

The destroyers were ordered out at 
the first report that the West Point 
had been torpedoed. The theory ad- 
vanced was that Commander Rose ot 
the U-53 came to Newport to ad- 
vise Rear Admiral Knizht that he was 
about to attack hostile shipping and 
contraband carrying vessels under the 
rules of international law. 

Knight reiterated that Rose’s call 
was one of courtesy, but it was sug- 
gested that the German commander 
wished to guard against loss of, lite 
through the aid of American vessels, 
in picking up passengers and crews 
of ships destroyed. 

Four British, one Dutch and one 
Norwegian steamer were sent to the 
bottom or left crippled derelicts ot 
Nantucket shoals. The destroyer 
flotilla picked up passengers and 
crews of the shattered vessels and is 
bringing them into Newport. So tar 
as is known there was no loss of life, 

The Lost Vessels 

The record of submarine warring 
was brought to land by wireless dis- 
patches. It follows: 

The Strathdene, British freighter, 
torpedoed and sunk. Crew taken 
aboard Nantucket shoals lightship, 
and later removed to Newport by tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. The vessel lett 
New York Satird2y for Bordeaux, 
and was attacked at 6a. m. 

The West Point, British freighter, 
torpedoed and sunk. Crew abandoned 
the ship in small boats alter a warn- 
ing shot from thre submarine’s gun. 
Officers and men were taken aboard 
a destroyer. The vessel was at at- 
tacked at 10:45 a. m. She was bound 
from London for Newport News.

‘Torpe- 
doed while bound for New York. Re- 
ported still afloat. Passengers and 
crew, numbering about 140, picked 
up by destroyer Brayton und brought 
to Newport.

Shipping Circles Shocked 

The ‘sensation created Satumday 
when the U-53, quietly shipped into 
Newport harbor andoas quietly slipped 
away three hours later was less than 
the shock in shipping’ circles when 
wireless reports of submarine attacks 
hegan to come into the naval radio 
stations. Within a few minutes the 
air was literally charged with elec- 
tricity as wireless messages ‘of warn- 
ing shot up and down the coast. 

The submarine or submarines .had 
taken a position directly in the 
steamer lanes where they could hard- 
ly miss anything bound in for New 
York or bound east from that port. 

Vessels of the allied nations and 
neutral hottoms carrying contrabana 
of war scurried to get within the 
three-mile limit of the American 
shore. Several which were follow- 
ing the outside course gshifted and 
made for the inside lane.:

Demand is also made for the con- 
trol of the Piraeus-Larissa railway. 

“The minister of marine,” the cor- 
responicnt continues, “says Fournets 
demands will be complied with. These 
demands were made as a precautionary) 
measire to insure the safety of the 
allies’ fleet.” 

Fournet demands the disarming o! 
the Kilkis, | emnos and Averoff, and 
the d'smantling of the forts on the 
seacoast, while the two forts com 
manding the fleet’s moorings are to 
be made over to the admiral. Con- 
trol of certain points must also be 
placed in the hands of the Angio 
French autkorities. 

The HKaliars have again taken the 
offensive against the Austrians in 
their endeavor to reach Triest, Aus- 
tria’s chief port on the Adriatic, and 
at several points south and southeast 
of Gorizia have made good progress 
and in addition taken nearly 6) 
prisoners.

Bavarian 
troops .which captured the Rothen - 
thrum pass have now crossed the 
border into Roumania.

It was pointed out that Spain depends 
for her supply of paper on the ncrthern 
European countries, principally Scandi- 
navia, and that the war has rendered 
transportation so difficult and freight 
rates so high that the price has increased 
in two years by 100 per cent. The im- 
portation of paper from America on a 
large scale was not considered practi- 
cable, because the advance in the cost of 
production on the other side of the At- 
lantic had more than kept pace with the 
advance in Europe. 

There are about 300 daily newspapers 


in Spain. “gt: them are feeling the 


pinch and mg are in danger of having 
to suspend publication. As thay sel- 
dom,run more than four pages to an 
edition, their éxtremity is a little puz- 
zling; but it must be remembered that
